Denial of published statements that 
the Republican organization and the 
supporters of Thomas E. Woolwine 
have entered into a combination 
against Friend W. Richardson, Re¬ 
publican nominee for governor, was 
made Tuesday by Albert E. Boynton, 
chairman of the Republican State 
Central Committee.

ENGLISH ENGINEERS ARE 
EMPLOYING SEWAGE GAS. 
—Gas produced from sewage 
is being used to run engines at 
the sewage disposal works of 
Birmingham, England. Experi¬ 
ments made by John D. Watson, 
chief engineer, have proved 
successful, according to reports 
transmitted through consular 
channels. The sludge from the 
sewage, after It has undergone 
a certain amount of sedimenta¬ 
tion, Is fed into a septic gas 
producing tank, which is fur 
nished with an air relief valve. 
The sludge Is not aerated be¬ 
fore It Is used. The gas thus 
obtained contains about 60 per 
cent of methane or marsh gai, 
and Is of big calorific value. I\ 
averages as much as 675 Brit¬ 
ish thermal units per cubic foot, 
which compares vrey favorably 
with coal gas with 800 British 
thermal units per cubic foot 
Mr. Watson calculates that 
two tons of sludge will produce 
the gas required to give 150- 
horsepower hours, and that the 
total power available at that 
particular station could be 
raised If necessary, to 6,000- 
horsepower hours dally. The 
gas produced at the plant Is em¬ 
ployed In driving a 25-horse- 
power gas engine, which In 
turn works a centrifugal sludge 
pump. The exhaust from the 
engine Is passed through pipes 
traversing the septic tank to 
supply beat and hasten the 
formation of gas. Samples of 
gas taken for analysis In cold 
weather had a higher calorific 
value than those taken In warm¬ 
er weather, a fact which would 
seem to Indicate that a warm 
climate Is not essential for gas 
production.

How Nature Made Test 

A reinforced concrete arch of 88 
feet span, forming part of a high¬ 
way bridge constructed the year be¬ 
fore last at Herkimer, N. Y., was sub¬ 
mitted to an unexpected and severe 
test when the work of concreting had 
been completed only 12 hours. Owing 
to heavy rains during the deposition , 
of the concrete, the water in the river 
spanned by the bridge rose about five 
feet, washing out or undermining the 
supports of the centring and carry¬ 
ing away part of the latter to such 
an extent ns to leave the arch entirely 
without support, save that afforded 
by the molds In which the concrete 
had been deposited. Notwithstanding 
tlie,sudden strain so Imposed on the 
concrete, no injury was caused In any 
part of the arch.

Composer* of Popular Ditties Seldom 
Repeat, Though They Never 
Seem to Give Up Hope. 

Tin Pan alley, like its lyrical re¬ 
frains, has its Joys and sorrows. Ob¬ 
scure youths with a flair for popular 
ditties are suddenly showered with 
gold. Broadway welcomes them with 
open arms. In the dazzling new world 
the gleaners of the White Way are 
soon on the trail, O. O. McIntyre 
writes In the New York Mail. 

Four composers whose tunes were 
whistled in every city and hamlet ; 
have In the last few days fallen upon 
evil days. Still another—the compos- ; 
er of BO successful song*—died friend¬ 
less in the charity ward of the bleak 
Blackwell island charity hospital. 

It Is possible to count on the fingers 
of one hand song writers who have 
j mads fortunes and kept them. The 
two most noted examples are Irving 
Berlin and Gene Buck. The Society 
of Authors, Composers and Publish¬ 
ers has voted donations amounting to 
$1,600 to Indigent composers during 
the last month. 

The money comes suddenly and 
Broadway has Its hall fellows who 
are ever reedy to aid In the spending. 
There are quite a few composers and 
lyricists who have dashed off a song 
in a publishing honse In a single after- 
■ noon and received royalties of more 
than $60,000.

BLOW AFFECTS THE NERVES 

Sudden Shock to Brain Cauaaa Sanaa- ; 
tion Known to Many of Ua at 
“Seeing 8tars." 

Rach of the five senses has Its spe¬ 
cial set of nerves through which sen¬ 
sations are recorded In the brain. 

With the exception of the nerves of 
touch, which extend to all parts of the 
body, these perform special functions 
for certain Individual organs, the 
nerves of sight being connected with 
the eyes, those of smell with the nose, 
those of taste with the mouth, and 
those of hearing with the ears. 

Whenever the brain receives a sud¬ 
den shock, such as would follow a 
blow on the head, the vision nerves 
are disturbed in such a way as to pro¬ 
duce the effect of seeing flashes of 
light, or "stars.'’

Mr. Biooke again sailed from Singa¬ 
pore on August 18, 1840, for Manila, 
Intending to pay only a short visit to 
Haslm mi the way; hut he found his 
former friend distracted by rebellion 
In his country, which lie was powerless 
to control. Th* visitor reluctantly con¬ 
sented to give assistance In restoring 
order. 

In return for this service, Hasim 
ugreed to give Mr. Brooke the govern- 
j meat and trade of Sarawak, with the 
! title of Rajah; for Haslm, who was 
heir presumptive to the throne of Bru¬ 
nei, foresaw his own prestige height¬ 
ened If he could return to Brunei, 
'eavlng Sarawak pacified In Mr. 
Brooke's control. 

But when Haslm sow his country at 
peace as the result of Brooke's efforts, 
he forgot his obligations to the visitor 
und connived In a plot against the 
latter. This fulled, however, and he 
was obliged to fulfill his agreement 
and proclaim Brooke rajuh and gover¬ 
nor of Sarawnk In September, 1841. 
The Sultan of Brunei confirmed the 
deed given by Hnsim und presently 
also acknowledged ltajnh Brooke’s 
complete independence. 

Kujuh Brooke was recognized as an 
Independent sovereign by the United 
States In 1850 and by Oreut Britain 
In 1803. Sir James Brooke died In 
18(18, naming as his successor to the 
rnj his nephew, Charles Brooke. Sara¬ 
wak was made a British protectorate 
>.r. 1888. 

What the People Are Like. 

With most of the Sarawak tribes, 
personal cleanliness Is tlie rule, and 
the Dayaks have been known to com¬ 
ment on a white traveler to the effect 
that, although he seemed to be other¬ 
wise all right. Ire did not bathe quite 
us frequently us they considered nec¬ 
essary. They are a fine race physical- 
ly and delight In personal adornment. 
In which they show excellent taste In 
the use of colors for the chawat, or 
loin cloth, and for the bead necklaces 
and headdresses.

At'that time 
the Dutch occupied the southern por¬ 
tion of Borneo, while the northern part 
of the Island was nominally under the 
rule of the Sultan of Brunei. 

Onoe Ruled by Brunei. 

Many yes is befere, Brunei had been 
one of the trongest kingdoms of the 
Malayan archipelago. Its sultans had 
conquered a large part of Borneo, as 
well as several of the southern Islands 
of the Philippines. Industry was eu- 
couraged npd an extensive trade with 
China was developed. But luxury and 
corruption had done their work until 
there remained only a degenerate sul¬ 
tan, with n retinue of licentious Malay¬ 
an nobles, whose sole occupation was 
to roh the people In order to cater to 
the pleasures of their master. 

The sultan's cupltal was, and re¬ 
mains today, the town of Brunei, about 
200 miles from the northern extremity 
of Borneo. 

In the days of Its glory, when the 
surrounding 'hills were covered with 
pepper gardens and wealthy merchants 
came In annually In fleets of Junks laden 
with the riches of China, the towu 
may have merited In some degree Its 
appellation of the Venice of the East; 
lug for the past century It has been 
nothing more than a few-score of small 
wooden houses built on piles on a 
muddy hunk which is bare at low tide, 
exposing an accumulation of refuse 
from which a stench arises that Is a 
novelty even to one who has become 
accustomed to the varied odors of the 
East. 

Sarawak was Inhnblted chiefly by 
Malays, Land Dayaks and Chinese, and 
hml, at times, been Independent under 
Malay rulers; but in 1839 Its govern¬ 
ment was In the hands of a vassal of 
the sultan, the Rajah Muda Haslm. 
wpok and Incompetent, but apparently 
nn amiable man. not entirely devoid 
of humanitarian Instincts; for he did. 
on one occasion, avail himself of au

There are three fairly well defined 
social classes In the Kayan house: 
The upper class, comprising tlie chief 
and his relatives, occupy rooms in the 
middle of the long house; the middle 
class, whose members are not related 
to the chief, occupy rooms on both 
sides adjoining, while the rooms at 
each end of the house are occtfpied 
by the slaves—that is. the descendants 
of those captured in war.
